St. Louis U. Plans to Expand East 
Of Grand, Replace Tenement Area 


University Preparing to Submit Program to 


Land Clearance 


Agency — New 


Buildings to Be Erected. 


St. Louis University plans to 
extend its main campus east of 
Grand boulevard, through an 
urban tedevelopment project, 


replacing five or six blocks of 
decaying tenements with modern 
school buildings, the Post- 
Dispatch was told yesterday. 
Details have not been dis- 
closed, plans being still in the 
liminary stage. However, it 
understood that the area con- 
sidered for redevelopment is 
bounded by Grand on the west, 
Laclede avenue on the south, 
Channing avenue on the east 
and the alley between Pine and 
Lindell boulevards on the north. 
The project would give the 
school much-needed foom for 
expansion, eliminate slum con- 
ditions and help stabilize prop- 
erty values in the area. 
University officers are prepar- 
ing to present their plans to the 
Land Clearance for Redevelop- 
ment Authority. This municipal 
agency, after establishing that 
the area is blighted and the 
projectéd redevelopment would 
be in the public interest, can 
apply to the Federal Housing 
and Home Finance Agency for 
funds to defray the cost of sur- 
‘veys leading to purchase and 
clearing of the site. 
Under urban redevelopment 
legislation, property can be ac- 
sees by condemnation if neces- 


apartment houses in advanced 
stages of decay. There are a 
few. small business establish- 
ments in the area considered for 
redevelopment. 

St. Louis University in re- 
cent years has greatly expanded 
its main campus by remodeling 
old buildings and erecting new 
ones west of Grand. To the east, 
however, its holdings do not ex- 
tend beyond a three-story build- 
ing (202-14 Grand at the cor- 
ner of Pine) which houses the 
university bookstore and the 
women’s dormitory, and a park-

Discussing his objéctives for 
the university in an interview, 
Shepley said he hopes to ob-| 
tain more financial support for | 
the College of Liberal Arts, 
“which now has virtually no; 
endowment.” 

Heart of the Wnhiversity. 


“Other divisions ef the uni- 
versity which are perhaps more 
spectacular — medicine, chemis- 
try, physics and engineering for 
example—have tended to at- 
tract more support from foun- 
dations,:industry and individuals 
in recent years,” Shepley said. 

“One of the least spectacular 
is the College of Liberal Arts, but 
it is the heart of the university 
—if we lost it, we would have 
nothing left,” he declared, ad- 
ding that he believes “the hu-

manities are the real foundation 
of the university.” 

Shepley said he hopes to 
“make civic leaders aware of the 
terrific value of Washington 
University in the fields of teach-

The four-member committee 
will assist athletic director Louis 
Menze in picking a successor to 
Stuber, 60, who quit amid 
month-long eries of students and 
alumni for a revamped athletic 
program 

The athletic council, in execu- 
tive session, also gave Menze a 
vote of confidence. 

Named to the sifting commit- 
tee were two professors, an 
alumnus and Max Burkett, foot- 
ball letterman representing the 
“I Club. All are members of 
the athletic council. 

Menze,’ in a statement, said 
the vacancy “is a wide open 
field and no 
ards have been set up 

“There is ony one dale’ ion 


—no member of the sent 
staff shall be eligible for the 
position,” he ad 


Menze said it will be at least 
a month and a half before a new 
coach is named. 

However, the final choice must 
ultimately be approved by the 
state board of education. 

Menze declined to discuss what 
salary might be offered the new 
eoach. Stuber, whose seven years 
stay here was the longest of any 
previous head coach, pecebana 
$9400. 
recently was given a 10-year 
contract, gets $15,000 a year at 
the State University of Iowa. 

Salaries of Iowa State Col- 
lege coaches are paid directly 
from state tax funds unlike the 
situation at Iowa University 
where football is self-supporting 
and the athletic department op- 
erates as an independént entity.

(usually $2).

in the office of the Board of 
Public Service (Room 210, City 

Hall). 

“3. In due time, a housing in- 
spector, who will identify him- 
self, will inspect your premises 
and advise you in ,writing, the 
things you must do to qualify 
with the requirements of the 
rooming house ordinance. 

“4. The inspector allows you 
a reasonable length of time to 
comply with his recommenda- 
tions. | 

“5. At the end of this time, 
the inspector reinspects your 
building, and if it complies with 
ordinance requirements, he will 
recommend, through proper 
channels, that a permit be grant- 
ed to you by the Board of Pub- 
lic Service. 

“6. The Board of Public Serv- 
ice acts upon all applications as 
soon as possible. When a permit 
is granted, the applicant is no- 
tified by letter of that fact.

“The United Stites is not’ interested pri- 
marily in the' EDC as a means of getting 
any fixed number of German divisions,” 
Dulles said at the meeting of the Council 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
last Monday. “It is interested in trying to 
create a situation so that the western 
countries will not commit suicide.” 


John J. McCloy’s Idea. 


The EDC concept was broached in Au- 
gust, 1950, by John J. McCloy, United 
States High Commissioner to Germany, as 
a means of rearming Germany within an 
integrated interna.ional army in a manner 
acceptable to the French and which would 
make revival of German militarism im- 
possible, 

Now, said Dulles, ratification of EDC is 
a symbol “of whether there was to be a 
sincere, rational effort to put France and 
Germany together again so that perhaps 
hostilities, which plagued the world and 
threatened western civilization for the last 
200 years—was it going to be ended or 
would it be revised?” 


McCloy’s suggestion was made in the 
dark days when the United Nations forces 
were retreating in Korea and there was 
no assurance that Korea could be held. 
There was fear that the war might spread 
to Europe where the American and British 
forces were too small to save themselves 
or protect the evacuation of civilians and 
dependents. 


American and British pressure to rearm 


“the Germans and reinforce their thin lines 


with German divisions required the French 
to do some quick thinking. Premier Rene 


_Pieven of France responded in October 


with the Pleven plan for the European 
Defense Community to consist of France, 
Germany, Belgium, Luxembourg, The 
Netherlands and Italy. 


The plan combined the politically popu- 
lar idea of European unity with the un- 
popular idea of German rearmament. 


Provision was made for a superior po- 
litical assembly, which was to be the same 
as that for the European coal and steel 
community (the Schuman Plan), and for a 
commissariat of six members which was 
charged with the organization, recruiting, 
mobilization and territorial assignment of 
the forces. An international general staff 
was to be organized so as to prevent the

Year and Half of Delay. 


Not until May 27, 1952, after heavy pres- 
sure from Eisenhower and the United 
States, was the treaty to provide for a 


European Defense Community initialed. 


Today, more than a year and one-half after 
acceptance by the foreign ministers con- 
cerned, it has not been ratified due to in- 
creasing French fears of a rearmed and 


powerful Germany. 


The French have made numerous ob- 
jections and have demanded additional 
protocols to the tresty. When these were 
met, the French held out for a solution to 
‘tthe status of the Saar as a precondition to 
ratification and also asked for guarantees 
from the United States and Great Britain 
that our forces in Europe would remain 
indefinitely. President Eisenhower was 
‘only willing to assure the French that EDC 
would insure “intimate and durable co- 
operation between the United Kingdom 
and the United States and the forces of 
the EDC on the continent of Europe.” 


In February, 1953, Dulles warned the 
French that the United States would have 
to do a “little rethinking” about its policy 
if Western Europe fails to “unite effec- 
tively.” The French treated the warning 
lightly and instead demanded large in- 
creases in military assistance funds. 

Shortly thereafter, the Congress passed 
the Richards amendment. to the Mutual 
Security Appropriation Act for the 1954 
fiscal ye.r which provided that 50 per cent 
of the end items procured from funds in- 
tended for members of the EDC would 
be delivered only to the EDC itself or to 
members of the EDC. 

Dulles in Paris last week again warned 
the French that failure to make EDC ef- 
fective “would compel an agonizing reap- 
praisal of basic United States policy.” He 
added at a press conference ‘that “one of 
the elements that would be considered in 
that reappraisal would be the disposition 
of United States forces.” This was a hint 
of withdrawal from Central Europe in 
favor of a peripheral strategy based on air 
bases in Great Britain, Spain, Africa, 
Greece and Turkey. 

The French were “shocked,” called it 
“brutal” and an “ultimatum.” De Gaul-

Actually Dulles had no choice but to 
give the warning, which had the concur- 
rence of the British. The Richards amend- 
ment was fully indicative of the temper 
of the Congress and it was certain that, if 
some progress were not made in the mili- 
tary integration of Western Europe, much 
greater restrictions on military assistance 
to Europe would be applied when Congress 
met again. 


The European army administered by the 
European Defense Community would be 
fitted intc the North Atlantic Treaty 
forces.

Military Sectors of NATO. 


The military sectors of the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization in Europe are 
four: Scandinavia, West Central Europe, 
Italy and the Western Mediterranean and 
Greece, Turkey and the Eastern Medi- 
terranean. 


West central Europe is the decisive sec- 
tor, for it is in divided Germany that the 
Allies face 30 Soviet, divisions and large 
air forces. Availabléeto meet them are 
five American, four British, five French, 
two Belgian and one Dutch divisions to- 
gether with some smaller non-divisional 
units. The total is some 17 or 18 active 
divisions, some of which are not of good 
quality. 

The addition of 12 German divisions and 
supporting troops and aircraft, which 
weuld total more than 500,000 men, would 
spell the difference between a retreat be- 
fore a Soviet blitz and the ability to héld 
and counterattack. Such a force would be 
able to hold long enough to be built up 
from reserves and give time for our atomic 
strategy to take effect. The planners at 
SHAPE of all nations, French as well as 
the others, are in full agreement that the 
German complement is essential.

assistance willing to spend 24 billion to 25 
billi.n dollars for the purpose, in our own 
interest, of insuring the security of West- 
ern Europe. 

If this purpose is not being accomplished 
through the failure of Europe to bear an

1. To attempt te bring Germany into 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization; 

2. Te rearm Germany in concert with 
Great Britain; 

3. Te withdraw from continental Eu- 
rope except Spain and the eastern Medi- 
terranean and to depend upon a per- 
ipheral air-atemic strategy; and 

4. To explore seriously Soviet pro- 
posals for a unified, rearmed and neu- 
tralized Germany. 

Many observers, among them numerous 
military who favor national armies, believe 
that Germany could be brought into the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization and re- 
armed. They argue that, since the French 
refuse to ratify their own proposal for a 
European army, they could hardly hold out 
against the admission. of Germany if the 
13 other powers favored it. 

Those who oppose this point out that a 
German national would not be sub- 
ject to international control, would require 


the re-establishment ofa general staff and 


ultimately might lead to a reviva! of Ger- 
man militarism and domination of West- 
ern Europe. They also fear that Germany 
might get invelyed in a war which ccuid 
not be limited by trying to regain Eastern 
Germany. 

Others discount this fear. They accept 
Gérman declarations that they will not go 
to war-over Eastern Germany. They be- 
lieve that the prospect of a strong German 


army would inspire the French, Belgians: 


and Dutch to build up their own armed 
forces, something that the United States 


has not been able to press them into doing,. 


to offset the increase in German military 
power. They also believe that Germany is 
firmly committed to the West and in the 
interests of. western unity would agree to 
any reasonable limitation of its armed 
forces. 


Advantages and. Dangers. 


Rearmament of Germany in concert with 
Great Britain, or by the United States 
alone, has the advantages of rearmament of 
Germany as a member of NATY, together 
with increased dangers. 


Diplomats fear that the French reaction 


would be to turn toward neutralism and 
possibly lead them to make an accommo- 
dation with Russia as a neutral -between 
the East and West. 


This, they fear, would lead to the 
breakup of the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization, and an end to all hope of a 
strong European community which, Dulles 
said, is a requirement if “European civ- 
ilization is to survive and prosper.’ 

To adopt a peripheral strategy, observers 


believe, would be to abandon Europe to 
weakness and dissension. Germany would 
try to rearm and this might induce the 
Russians to march. France might try to 
make a deal with the Communists. While 
the peripheral strategy might be argued 
for as a deterrent to war, it would not pre- 
vent the Russians from occupying a dis- 
ermed Europe during a war and would fa- 
cilitate its loss to Communism by sub- 
version. 


Change of Control Possible. 


Unfortunately, there are numerous and 
influential proponents of this strategy in 
the United States. If the American effort 
to build rp European strength and unity 
were to fail, the supporters of a peripheral 
strategy in the United States might assume 
control of our policy, 

Dulles had this in mind when he warned 
the French that “unless unity is achieved 
soon, different and decisive forces may 
take command. These separatist forces 
will also be found in the United States.” 

There appears to be small. prospect of 


Unicon on its proposal, made March: 10. 
1952, which would provide for the unifica- 


ereign and rearmed Germany. The Rus- 
sian proposal contained unacceptable cun- 
ditions, designed to facilitate the Com- 
munization of Germany. 

The Allies have been firm in rejecting 


» any conditions that would prevent holding 


gentinely free and popular elections as a 
first step. Nor can the western powers 
dispose freely of Germany’s fate any 
longer. Chancellor Konrad Adenauer has 
most emphatically rejected the neutraliza- 
tion of Germany. . 

In return for the toss to the West of a 
neutralized Germany, the Allied powers 
would have to demand that the satellite 
states be neutralized and that their arma- 
ments be reduced to the same scale as 
Germany’s. This would provide for a great 
neutral cordon between Russia and the 
West. There is no chance that the Soviets 
would accede to this. 

The United States is committed to the 
policy of the European Defense Commun- 
ity, Dulles said, and the Government is not 
at the moment making any plans on the 
supposition that EDC will fail. 

‘Examination of the alternatives shows 
that Dulles did not exaggerate when he 
said: 

“It may never again be possible for in- 
tegration to occur in freedom, although it 
might be that west Europe would be uni- 


fied, as east Europe has been brag in 
defeat and servitude.” )

President Kisenhower, in going ae to President Wilson’s practice of 
close collaboratiqn with Senate and House committee chairmen, has added the 
military technique of staff planning to attain major objectives. 


In effect, Elsenhow.-: told his area com- 
manders, the chairmen of individual com- 
mittees, what he hoped for from them and 
what his headquarters officials—the vari- 
oug executive agency heads and the Re- 
pubiican . national chairman, Leonard W. 
Hall—thought the welfare of the people 
and of the party required. 


As head of the Government and of the 
party, he mapped out the strategy; tactics 
will be evolved as the situations demand. 
But as Tolstoi said in “War and Peace,” 
no great battle was ever fought as planned. 


These pre-congressianal confabs had the 
further advantage of notifying the voters 
of the issues. and problems that. will be 
uppermost in Congress and the congres- 
sional campaigns next fall. 


Although some of the Administration’s 
detailed recommendations for meeting 
these issues will not be disclosed until 
spring at the earliest, the President appar- 
ently expects to build up popular support 
for his “middle-of-the-road” views «as 
against those of the conservatives and 
nationalists within his own party, many of 
whom are chairmen of influential com- 
mittees. 4 


Challenge Accepted. 


Eisen! er accepted. the challenge of 
these eeatiogs and nationalist intra- 
party opponents, when he told a press 


conference, for emphasis, in direct quo- 


tation: 


“In my judgment, the efficiency and 
vision with which the Government is ad- 
ministered by this Republican administra- 
tion, and whether or not the Congress en- 
acts a progressive, dynamic program en- 
hancing the welfare of the people of our 
country, will determine the future com- 
plexion of the Congress and the future of 
this administration. I am convinced that 
those who fight for the program that I 
shall soon submit to the Congress will de- 
serve and will receive the respect and sup- 
port of the American people.. 


“In any tvent, unless the Republican 
party can develop and enact such a pro- 
gram for the American people, it does not 
deserve to remain in power.” 

In presenting his program, Eisenhower 
will encounter greater difficulties than 
those faced by Presidents Wilson, Harding, 
Coolidge, Hoover, Roosevelt and Truman, 
all of whom had. substantial majorities 
during their first year in office.

conferences is wholly laudable. He wants to 


make a positive and constructive legislative 
record which he can take to the voters next 
year as the basis for a popular indorsement at 
the polls of his stewardship. 

The President is aware that he made many 
pledges in the 1952 campaign. So far as pos- 
sible he wants to keep those pledges. There is 
only one way .o ‘keep, even a part of them, and 
that is to put them in practice. He can do this 
only by handling bills passed by Congress, or 
by executive action, if that is appropriate. Natu- 


rally the great share of any program must come ~ 


through legislative enactment. 

Some of the thorniest problems were saved 
for the last day of the discussions. Attorney 
General Brownell was there to discuss his pro- 
posed legalization of use of wire-tapped evi- 
dence In espionage prosecutions and establish- 
ment of immunity for selected witnesses before 
congressional committees. These proposals 
would alter what many Americans believe to be 
fundamental rights, and heretofore have been 
stoutly resisted, 

Also present were some of the Eisenhower 
Administration’s legislative problem children. 
Among these was Senator McCarthy of Wiscon- 
sin, who, so the Republican New York Herald 
Tribune says, “if unchecked could wreck the 
Republican party.” Senator Bricker of Ohio was 
there and it takes no prophet to know that up- 
permost on his mind was a showdown vote over 
his cofistitutional amendment, which President 
Eisenhower, Secretary of State Dulles and other 
Administration leaders oppose. The bungling 
Congressman Velde, who was much too fast for 
the G.O.P. National Committee in the issuance 
of subpenas, was also among the last to appear. 

a * * 

The conclusion of the policy conference is 
hardly more than the beginning of what it will 
take to enact a progressive legislative program 
in an election year. To formulate a series of 
goals is one thing, To enact it is something else 
altogether, The President learned that lesson 
months ago when much of his first 11-point pro- 
gram was put to sleep in committees. 

What the President needs above all else in 
Congress is votes on the Republican side. Surely 
it must be well known by now that with the 
G.O.P. holding majorities in both branches in 
the last session, it took Democratic votes to carry 
the White House’s position in most of the Ad- 
ministration tests in Congress last year. 

In this connection it is interesting to read 
that the National Citizens-for-Eisenhower Com- 
mittee is planning to back pro-Eisenhower Re- 
publicans candidates in some 80 to 90 close dis- 
tricts next year. But this effort will have little 
value if the committee does not participate in 
the primaries and William R. Haley, secretary, 
says primary participation is not contemplated.

For example, the one surest way for the 
Eisenhower Administration to gain a vote in the 
closely divided House of Representatives is for 
a strongly pro-Eisenhower Republican to -de- 
feat G.O.P. Congressman Noah Mason of 
Illinois, who voted against the President 76 per 
‘cent of the time in the last session. Dewey 
Short of Missouri voted against the President's 
side almost-as often as he voted for it—the 
figures were: against, 44 per cent; for, 56 per 
cent. Both Congresswoman Sullivan and Con- 
gressman Karsten of St, Louis supported the 
President more frequently than did Dewey Short. 

Yet the plan of Citizen-for-Eisenhower Com- 
mittee would leave the Masons and Shorts free 
to go on voting against the President, and work 
against Mrs. Sullivan and Karsten who have 
given the President much support. . 

This suggests one of the hardest dilemmas 
that will come to the fore in the mid-term elec- 
tion year. For the President can even less af- 
ford to lose Democratic votes in the coming 
Congress. We wish Mr. Eisenhower success in 
the formulation and adoption of a progressive 
program in 1954. The danger is that he is going 
to wish he had worked harder for the goals he 
set but did not reach in 1953.

How Not to Run a Library 

Few maneuvers in politics « wear vg ad 
whiskers than the business of an elected office 
holder unloading the blame, for his own mistake, 
on someone under him. That is what Charles F. 
Carpentier, Illinois Secretary of State, gives 
every appearance of doing in the book contro- 
versy that has arisen as a result of Mr, Carpen- 
tier’s own censorship order to the Illinois State 
Library at Springfield. 

The immediate pretext for the censorship 
order was an incidént in Richland county of 
which Olney is the county seat. A schoolgirl 
obtained a copy of “The Boy Came. Back,” by 
Charles H. Knickerbocker, which was circulated 
by the Illinois State Library for adult readers. 
The girl’s mother found the book, which is the 
story of a disillusioned ex-soldier, unfit for her 
daughter and protested. to the county school 
superintendent, He and the sheriff in turn com- 
plained to Mr. Carpentier and Gov. Stratton. — 

Mr. Carpentier, who is a moving picture ex- 
hibitor at East Moline, sent a flat order to 
Miss Helene R. Rogers, assistant state librarian 
under Mr. Carpentier. The order included these 
words: “You shall take out of circulation all 
books in the library which are of a salacious, 
vulgar or obscene character. You are here 
notified that you shall not order books in this 
classification in the future.” Against their bet- 
ter judgment, the professional librarians in the 
Illinois State Library began to withdraw and 
box up all books which might be held “vulgar” 
under Mr. Carpentier’s order, Now that his or- 


_ der has become public and a controversy has 


been kicked up, the Secretary of State says he 
has no desire to establish himself as a “moral 
arbiter or censor” and that the librarians were 
“overzealous” in applying his order. 

The mistake was Mr. Carpentier’s in the be- 
ginning. The Illinois State Library has an ad- 
visory committee of some 12 librarians and citi- 
zen members. Among these are Dr. Phineas L. 
Windsor, past president of the American Asso- 
ciation of College and Reference Libraries, and 
Dr. Robert B. Downs, immediate past president 
of the Americafi Library Association. A profes- 
sional advisory committee with such competence 
exists to advise. Had Mr. Carpentier made use 
of a facility created for him by law it is most 
unlikely that he would now be trying to unload 
his responsibility on those under him. 

Meantime one of the best state libraries in 
the country, with a record of outstanding, effi- 
cient and economical service by a devoted staff, 
has suffered a professional humiliation.

Drouth Pawtens and Tax Deductions 

From the viewpoint of monetary loss, what 
is the difference between damage done to a 
city home or a farmer’s barn by wind or fire 
and that caused by drouth-induced shrinkage of 
soil and consequent weakening of foundations 
and cracking of walls? 

This issue has been raised by Missouri’s Sena- 
tor Thomas C, Hennings Jr. with Internal Rev- 
enue Commissioner T, Coleman Andrews. There 
is no question about deducting from income tax 
reports the cost of repairs necessitated .by fire 
or wind, but many Missourians have been told 
that drouth-caused damage is not deductible un- 
der the Internal Revenue Code, Why not? 

Senator Hennings has asked Mr. Coleman for 
a nation-wide uniform ruling on this point. 
There are many oddities in the Internal Revenue 
regulations such as those which allow certain 
deductions in connection with a factory or rental 
property but not in the case of a family-owned 
residence. But the differentiation between 
causes of damage seems about the oddest. . 

Senator Hennings is right in pressing for an 
early ruling since, if it should be unfavorable, 
no time ought to be lost in seeking a remedy 
either by a test suit in the courts or, preferably, 
by explicit legislation. Surely, a tax inequity 
should not be allowed to add to the veitesand

Caroling as a modern American custom began with a small 
group of St. Louisans in 1911, and has spread across nation; 
but the Christmas carol as a religious observance dates to 
thirteenth century; writer traces development over the world.

It’s Christmas Eve. The stars are bril- 
liant. The swaying branches of the crys- 
tal trees send out a tinkle soft as the 
peal of silver bells into the still night 
air, Colored lights, tinsel, sparkling or- 
naments peek from between the blinds 
at the windows of the white-hooded 
houses set upon the white-padded lawns, 
surrounded by bushes looking like sil- 
ver sheaves of grain. waiting for the 
reaper. There is only a hint of the 
merry-making within. 


But in the window ... there burns a 
candle, and down the quiet street the 
red-hooded carolers make their way, 
stopping to sing at every lighted candle. 


Caroling as a religious celebration 
of the “Christ Mass” originated witff St. 
Francis of Assisi in the thirteenth cen- 
tury. He built a little manger, sur- 
rounded it with real people and animals, 
and on Christmas Eve all the people 
of the countryside gathered with their 
torches to witness the first miracle play, 
and to join in the singing of Christ's 
birth ... the first Christmas Carol. 


‘Examples of Sheer Paganism’ 


Prior to this time, as early as the 
fifth century, “caroling” had a very 
different meaning. It was a profane dit- 
ty. “Carol” meant a dance in a ring, 
with singing. The first carols were 
danced to celebrate the coming of spring 
after a hard winter, and although they 
took place in the courtyard of the 
church, they were examples of pee 
paganism. 

The scribes were forbidden to record 
these early carols, and in the seventh 
century they were banned from the 
church by the Council of Chalons. It 


was not until the thirteenth, century 


when St. Francis introduced caroling 


as a beautiful, sacred addition to the. 


celebration of the “Christ Mass” that 
we hear of it again. 

By the fifteenth century carols were 
again breaking away from the church 
chants and became more associated with 
folk songs and minstrels throughout 


Europe, and continued until the Puritan 


era of the seventeenth century.

With this accumulated inheritance of 
songs and traditions, a small group of 
St. Louisans created a custom which 
has since spread through the nation. 


On Christmas Eve, 1911 


,A little band of carolers took up their 
lanterns on Christmas Eve, 1911, and 
went on their joyous way proclaiming 
the birth of the Christ Child in their 
songs, and identifying themselves with 
“the child in their midst” . . . the suf- 
fering child, the sick, needy, crippled, 
handicapped ... the underprivileged 
children of the community. 

St. Louisans, unfamiliar with caroling, 
did not know what to expect of the 
small group of singers who ranged in 
age from 5 to 60 years. 

The snow was knee deep when the 
first group of carolers went out, and 


the first house at which they called was 
quite dark. The smallest child among 
them rang the doorbell. A frowsy man 
came to the door, When they told him 
about their objective, he went into the 
house and returned with a large chip 
basket in which were six potatoes, a

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. 


ELATIONS between the United States and Argentina have 

improved markedly in tlfe last year and are now better than 

at any time since early in World War I, but the United States 
is keeping its fingers crossed. Indeed, there was a feeling in some 
official quarters here this week that the relations are too good 
to be true or at least too good to last indefinitely, 

The betterment in relations has occurred since the Eisenhower 
Administration took office and perhaps most particularly since 
the recent visit to Buenos Aires and other Latin American capitals 


of;Dr. Milton Eisenhower, the President’s 


It is unclear, however, to what 
extent the Administration is re- 
sponsible for the improvement. 
It is Argentine dictator, Juan D. 
Peron, who has changed in the 
year, not the United States, and 
one school of thought here 
argues that Peron has adopted a 
friendly attitude for reasons that 
have nothing to do with the Re- 
publican Administration in 
Washington. 

Reasons for Change. 


Peron’s two principal reasons 
for changing his attitude prob- 
ably are, in this view: 


1, The virulent “hate Amer- 
ica” campaign that he waged 
throughout 1951-1952 boom- 
eranged, Designed to enhance 
his prestige both at home and 
abroad, the campaign made him 
look at least slightly ridiculous 
instead. 


2. Peron wants United States: 
capital to help finance his am- 
bitious plans for the industrial- 
ization of Argentina. 


The dictator insists he does 
not want a Government loan 
from Washington, and this may 
be true, although the wry ‘sug- 
gestion is made in some quar- 
ters that it might be just barely 
possible to force a big loan on 
Peron if the United States tried 
hard enough. Peron makes no 
secret of the fact that he does 
want to encourage private Amer- 
ican investments in Argentina. 


Change in United States Policy. 


A change in United States pol- 
icy going back to 1947 made it 
possible for Peron to adopt .a 
friendly attitude toward this 
country, although the change in 
Washington by no means made 
it inevitable that he would do 
so, Former President Harry S. 
Truman decided in 1947 that 
Peron was probably here to stay 
and dropped Spruille Braden, 
Assistant Secretary of State for 
Latin American Affairs, who was 
the principal agent of the “Peron 
must go” policy the United 
States had been pursuing for 
more than two years. 


“Now that Peron has decided 
the United States is probably 
here to stay too, relations are 
remarkably good,” said one sar- 
donic observer. 


Washington hopes that rela- | 


tions will continue to be good, 
for reasonably good relations with 
Argentina are essential to Latin 
American stability, in the offi- 
cial view, and Latin American 
stability is essential to this 
country’s national security. 


Some United States officials 
both here and in Buenos Aires 
fear, however, that Peron could 
turn sour again on short notice, 
or none at all, just as he turned 
sweet a year ago. 


Possible Developments. 
‘Any one of three possible de- 
velopments could cause this to 
happen, officials think: 


1. The golden flood of United 
States capital into Argentina 
which many Argentines hope for, 
and some seem confidently to 
expect, may fail to materialize. 

2. The United States might 
unload enough of its farm crop 
surpluses in world markets to 
cause drastic declines in prices 
of Argentine (as well as other) 
agricultural products. This 
danger seems particularly omi- 
nous to Argentines, who speak 
of it frequently and anxiously to 
Americans. 

3. Peron might find himself in 
difficulties at home, regardless 
of anything the United States 
does or fails to do, and might 
decide that the best way to deal 
with these difficulties would 
be to lay down a new smoke- 
screen of propaganda attacks on 
the “Colossus of the North.” 

Security considerations loom 
largest among those determining 
United States policy toward 
Argentina. 

Anti-Peron Policy. 

Toward the end of World War 
II and for two years thereafter, 
the United States thought that 
Peron both could and should be 
driven out of office. 

He could be ousted without 
causing dangerous disturbances 
in Latin America, Washington 
thought, because his hold on 
power was relatively weak. He 
should be ousted because he was 
a threat to hemispheric peace 
and stability and thereby to 
American national security, in 
this view. Peron had sided with 
the Axis, he was a fascist and 
a dictator, he was a threat to 
his neighbors and the weakness 
of *is position at home might 
lead to disorders in Argentina. 

The “Peron must go” policy 
based on these calculations 
failed. United States attacks on 
the dictator seemed, indeed, to 
strengthen his position, not to 
weaken it. Washington, accord- 
ingly. revised its calculations 
and its policy. 

Peron could be driven out of 
power only by means of drastic, 
open intervention and at the 
risk of alienating other Latin 
American peoples as well as the 
Argentines themselves, and of 

causing grave shocks to the sta- 
bility of the whole hemisphere, 
the United States now decided. 

Now a Influence.

He put through a 
law to free political prisoners 
and tet exiles return from 
abroad. 

Tnen came the big gesture 
-——a new law to guarantee the 
right of foreign investors to 
get their profits out of Ar- 
gentina. This was a major de- 
parture. Foreign companies 
here had been unable, except 
in isolated cases, to send 
profits back home. Big United 
States companies earned 
profits only to pile them up 
in bank accounts in Argentina 
or buy Argentine real estate. 

Peron promised foreign in- 
vestors they could take up to 
8 per cent of new capital back 
home every year as profit, 
and the method of figuring 
this made the return closer 
to 12 per cent. The law also 
allows the investor to start 
,taking his original capital 
“pack home after 10 years. 

There are some strings at- 
tached. These benefits do not 
apply to money already in 
Argentina. Néw investments 
must fit into Peron’s plans 
for Argentina. They must be 
used to drill for oil, produce 
steel or otherwise help along 
basic industrialization. 

In the first few weeks of 
the program, some United 
States businesses were will- 
ing to look things over. Many 
companies, éspecially small 
and medium ones, made 
soundings. But it is clear 
months or even years will be 
needed to prove whether 
Peron’s newest gesture can 
be made to pay off in a big 
way.

Easing of Waiver Rule M ight Induce Witnesses 
To Talk More Freely at Congressional Hearings

OME of the witnesses who 
now refuse to answer ques- 
tions put to them by Con- 
gressional committees might 
talk much more freely, and sup- 
ply valuable information, if it 
were not for the doctrine of 
waiver developed by the courts.

Erwin N. Griswold, dean of 
the Harvard University Law 
School, believes this difficulty 
could readily be remedied by 
Congress through enactment of 
a law specifying that no answer 
given to any question should 
constitute a waiver of the priv- 
ilege against self-incrimination. 
This would leave a witness free 
to testify, yet claim the priv- 
ilege at any time when he does 
fear that a question might tend 
to expose him to a criminal 
charge. 

New Approach. 


Griswold’s suggestion consti- 
tutes. a new approach_to the 
problem confronting congres- 
sional committees investigating 
subversive activities. Time and 
again committees find them- 
selves balked by witnesses who 
take refuge behind the Fifth 
Amendment and refuse to tes- 
tify. 

There is an increasing number 


of complaints that the constitu- 
tional privilege is being abused. 
It is pointed out that some wit- 
nesses refuse to testify, not be- 
cause they fear they might lay 
themselves open to criminal 
prosecution, but because they do 
not want to disclose the inner 
workings of organizations to 
which they belong and the ac- 
tivities of associates. 


Senator McCarran (Dem.), Ne- 
vada, favors authorizing congres- 
sional committees to grant a 
witness immunity from federal 
prosecution, so that the witness 
could be punished for contempt 
of Congress if he still refused to 
talk Opposing this, Attorney 
General Herbert Brownell Jr. 
has announced that the Eisen- 
hower Administration will spon- 
sor a bill placing the authority 
to dispense immunity in the 
hands of the Attorney General. 


Not All Communists. 


Not all who refuse to answer 
questions about Communism are 
necessarily Communists. Some 
may be non-Communists who in 
the past have associated with 
party members or have belonged 
to organizations which later 
were branded as subversive. 


Bernard D. Meltzer, a pro- 
fessor of evidence in the Univer- 
sity of Chicago Law School, 
writing in the Bulletin of the 
Atomic Scientists, points out 
that a witness may never have 
been a member of the Commu- 
nist party, but may have joined

“He may have joined the 
listed organizations,” says Melt- 
zer, “without knowing they were 
subversive (assuming that the

This explains how a witness 
might refuse to tell a congres- 
sional committee whether he was 
a member of the Communist 
party, yet on leaving the hear- 
ing might pass out statements 
to the press truthfully declar- 
ing that he had never been a 
member of the party. Answering 
the question for the committee 
would have constituted a waiver 
of his constitutional privilege, 
forcing him to reply to many 
other as yet unformulated ques- 
tions; answering it for the press 
involved no such sacrifice. 

The protection of the Fifth 
Amendment is not automatic; it 
must be specifically claimed to 
bring it into operation. The Su- 
preme Court has ruled that the 
privilege against self-incrimina- 
tion “is deemed waived unless 
invoked.” A witness must be 
smart enough not only to claim 
the protection, but to time the 
claim just right; if he asserts 
the privilege prematurely, he

Following 
this rule; the federal courts have 
uniformly held that, where in- 
criminating facts have been vol- 
untarily revealed, the privilege 
cannot be invoked to avoid dis- 
closure of the details. 


* Difficulties for Witness. 


It may be extremely difficult 
for a witness to recognize the 
difference between a big, dan- 
gerous “fact” and little, harm- 
less “details” in his testimony, 
or to.know which comes first, 
but that is his problem. 


Some questions are incrimi- 
nating on their face, some only 
as links in a chain of evidence. 
The doctrine of waiver makes 
the danger something like step- 
ping off the edge of a cliff. 
There is no such thing as falling 
“a little distance”; once the ini- 
tial step is taken, accidentally or 
oh purpose, the witness must 
plunge all the way. And it makes 
no difference if. he has been 
lured to the brink by a skillful 
interrogator who hid the danger 
of treacherous ground.

The precise way in which the security assurances might be 
given is one of the subjects set for discussion among representa- 
tives of the three western powers. They are now meeting in Paris 
to prepare joint positions for the proposed four-power session 
in Berlin that would include Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov.

considered.

The Russians are bitter foes of 
the proposed rearmament of 
West Germany under the pro- 
posed European Defense Com- 
munity treaty—which France so 
far has been unwilling to ratify. 
The Russians have maneuvered 
for months to prevent French 
ratification. 

One important reason why they 
agreed to a four-power foreign 
ministers meeting may be hope 
that the mere prospect of East- 
West talks wduld give the reluc- 
tant French further reason for 
delaying, despite American pres- 
sure for early action. 

Some of the best informed of- 
ficials here doubt that Russia is 
in fact very much interested in 
diplomatic assurances 
what Churchill is reported to 
have called “another dose of 
Hitler.”

Education in the 


Age of Specialization

OBERT M. HUTCHINS, 

associate director of the 

Ford Foundation and for- 
mer chancellor of Chicago 
University, renews his indict- 
ment of American education in 
his recently published book 
“The University of Utopia.” 
He says, as he said before, that 
the American educational sys- 
tem doesn’t educate and 
doesn’t try to, and that the 
purpose of an education is not 
to train young people for jobs 
but to equip them to face life. 


Many educators agree with 
Mr. Hutching and are on rec- 
ord accordingly. But from 
what one can hear and read 
they are not yet strong enough 


—in numbers or otherwise—to, 
halt or divert the vocational 
trend that has been in prog- 
ress for a long time. So the 


tendency to teach less and less 


about more and more con- 
tinues in most schools, col- 


leges and universities. 


In “The University of Uto- 


pia” Mr. Hutchins outlines 
what he considers a better sys- 
tem. In one striking phrase— 
and there are many—he con- 
tends that education should 
consist of “conversations 
aimed at truth.” In other 
words the academic commu- 
nity should be thinking and 
talking about basic questions 
and their application to the 
continuing spiritual and intel- 
lectual needs of men.

He de- 
cries the influence of collo- 
quialisms on the written lan- 
guage and fears that, if the 
present line of development 
continues, English may decline 
in usefulness as the major 
tongue of Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand and South Af- 
rica, even if England and the 
United States do manage to 
keep in step.

Macaulay’s warning that 
“very few and very weary” are 
those who finish the poem but 
he also declares that Spen- 
ser’s fairyland “is a sanctuary 
from the contentious world of 
the present; ‘and the lulling 
harmony of his verse a sover- 
eign remedy for the nervous 
strain of modern life.” At any 
rate, artist and designer have 
done all that can be done to 
keep the reader from being 
lulled to sleep by the smooth 
and languorous flow of the 
Spenserian stanza. 

There are many who main- 
tain that in the field of non- 
fiction writing no piece of 
English work is more remark- 
able than “Travels in Arabia 
Deserta,” originally published 
in 1888. It is simply a mag- 
nificent picture of life in the 
wild uplands and town oases 
of Arabia as seen by a coura- 
geous and kindly Englishman 
who went among the natives as 


, a fellow human being. 


Edward Garnett, in the edi- 
tor’s preface, says: “It is a 
great human picture Doughty 
has drawn for us ... and not 
‘the least testimony to the 
\ great art of the writer is that 
we see him in the Arabians’ 
minds.” And T. E. Lawrence, 
whose “Revolt in the Desert” 
renewed interest in Doughty’s 
work, adds this thought in his 
introduction: “Happily the 
beauty of the telling, its truth 
to life, the rich gallery of 
characters and landscapes in 
it, will remain for all time, 
and will keep it peerless, as 
the indispensable foundation 
of all true understanding of 
the desert.” Edy Legrand’s 
brown crayon and wash draw- 
ings are admirably suited to 
the desert locale. 

* * * 
DMIRERS of Emily Dick- 
inson (1830-86) will be 
well pleased with Louis 

Untermeyer’s selection, edit- 
ing and commentary for the 
lyric poetry that first was pub- 
lished after the death of this 
recluse. However, his state- 
ment that she is “now known 
as the greatest woman poet 
ever to write in any language” 
is a bit too strong. Indiffer-’ 
ent to all conventional rules of 
writing but maintaining a rig- 
orous literary standard of her 
own, she did achieve an ex- 
traordinary grasp and insight 
that have won her fame. Helen 
Sewell’s block prints, in the 
style of Emily Dickinson's 
day, add a quaint touch to the 
volume. 


Mary Wollstonecraft Shel- 
ley’s story of “Frankenstein,” 
the man who created a human 
monster that was to cause his 
own death, owes much of the 
somber and morbid air that 
pervades the pages to Edmund 
Lester Pearson's striking col- 
ored illustrations. The intro- 
duction, by Everett Henry, is 
a bit lengthy but gives an al- 
most definitive account of 
how Poet Shelley’s wife came 
to write her book.

N receiving the Brunner 
Award of the New York 
Architectural League, 
Hugh Ferriss, St. Louis- 
trained architect and designer, 
set out to illustrate “our na- 
tion’s power in buildings.” 
And here are 50 drawings to 
show how largely he succeed- 
ed. Most of them are of ac- 
tual buildings constructed 
since 1929. A few as yet un- 
fealized projects, including 
Harland Bartholomew's dream 
of a “green river” flowing 
through St. Louis, also find a 
proper place in the book. 
Mass and simplicity obvious- 
ly appeal very strongly to Mr. 
Ferriss. And in such structures 
as the TVA dams, Rockefeller 
Center and Frank Lloyd 
Wright’s Johnson Wax Co. 
building in Racine, Wis., they 
do speak of a nation direct, 
simple, strong and rugged. But 
this power is not without its 
light, graceful manifestations 
-—most notable perhaps in the 
new Lever Bros. glass building 
in New York.

HESE drawings, of course, 
T do not illustrate’ the 

hodge-podge of American 
architecture which plunges a 
foreigner on a quick cross- 
country tour into a swirl of 
confusion. Mr, Ferriss has 
chosen the representative, not 
the typical; and the difference 
between the two is great. 

In his all too few pages of 
introduction, he briefly re- 
views the eclecticism of the 
1920s, the era of the | 


skyscrap- 
. er boom, which produced such 


a Gothic “cathedral of com- 
merce” as the Woolworth 
building. This was typical of 
the “deft borrowings from the 
rich and varied treasures of 
the past.” But with such men 
as Raymond Hood, Cass Gil- 
bert, John Root, H. H. Rich- 
ardson and Holabird & Root 
in practice, the work of those 
years was by no means with- 
out distinction, even if that of 
lesser men was, on the whole, 
unsound. 

The 1930s began with the 
depression-caused full stop in 
construction and so gave op- 
portunity for a readily noticed 
turn in taste. Such architec- 
tural schools as the Bauhaus, 
the Beaux-Arts, Cranbrook, 
Harvard and Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology came to 
the fore. Most of them réally 
were mutually intolerant. Yet 
as Mr. Ferriss observes, the 
home building magazines and 
all the other popularizers of 
architectural theories com- 
bined to create at least the 
illusion of a great debate be- 
tween two schools: the tradi- 
tional and the modern. 

Some extreme . positions 
were taken and defended for 
a while... Yet eventually it 
dawned on the functionalist 
that there was more involved 
in architecture than surren- 
dering to the engineers; and 
the traditionalist began to 
wonder if it made sense to rob 
a design of structural integ- 
rity to give it surface beauty.

Old Guard 
and the Young Turks to new 
ground, Names like Wright, 
Gropius, Saarinen and Corbu- 
sier, not to mention Buckmin- 
ster Fuller, came up even in 
the picture magazines. 
.These creative architects 
could debate as loudly as their 
predecessors. But one agrees 
with Mr. Ferriss that the word 
“creative” is over-used, “Most 
of the contributions,” he says, 
“have been on the side of 
craftsmanship, scholarship, 
good taste, and hard work,” 
They probably always will be 
in the design of shelters in 
which men eat, sleep, work, 
study and play. But the crafts- 
man can follow the standards 
of the creator in adapting 
them to the demands of a lim- 
ited situation. And even then 
there may be dreams such as 
the Bartholomew concept of a 
long, serpentine park of green 
glorifying a rebuilt St. Louis.

A TREASURY OF HYMNS, edited 
by Maria Leiper and Henry W.

HEN this “treasury” 
came to this writer’s desk 
he immediately turned to 
the index to check the Gospel 
songs. Yes, there it was, “Beu- 
lah Land,” not widely sung in 


-the big churches of today but 


still shining undimmed in the 
pages of this book, as in the 
hearts of a lot of people. In 
this song, He still “leads me 
gently by the hand, for this is 
heaven’s border land.” 

“Beulah Land” is this re- 
viewer's private test of hymn 
and Gospel song collections. 
If the selectors include it, 
somebody connected with the 
enterprise knows what he is 
doing. 

Such is certainly the truth 
in this instance. This impos- 
ing book, handsomely bound 
and illustrated and. fully an 
inch and a half thick, is filled 
with hymns, Gospel and chil- 
dren’s songs of many churches. 


Also, especially appropriate at 
this season, more than 40 
Christmas carols appear, in- 
cluding in addition to the 
widely sung “standards” such 
tender carols as “Lo, How a 
Rose E’er Blooming,” and 
“Sleep, My Little Jesus.” 

In a foreword, the editors 
said when word got around 
that they were compiling this 
book they were bombarded by 
friends and acquaintances to 
have their favorites included. 
Apparently nobody was slight- 
ed. This reviewer jotted down 
from memory 10 favorite 
hymns and then looked for 
them in the index. Seven of 
the 10 were listed, including 
Benjamin Schmolck’s 200- 
odd-year-old “My Jesus, as 
Thou Wilt,” Cowper’s “O for 
a Closer Walk With God” and 
Charles Wesley's familiar “Je- 
sus, Lover of My Soul.” 

In short, this book has with- 
in its covers several centuries 
of the best in hymn writing. 
Under the circumstances it’s a 
shame that only a few feet 
from the piano where it will 
repose stands that one-eyed 
monster, television.

Apostle’s Confidence and Calin Words

P AUL was started on his way to Rome in A.D. 60 for trial before Nero's judges. 


CHAPTER THIRTEEN.

Strong in Comedy

N presenting his sleek new 

“Almanac” at the Imperial, 

‘John Murray Anderson has 
done it the hard way. The “Al- 
manac” is, of course, a revue, 
and Mr. Anderson knows more 
about styling this sort of song- 
and-dance frolic than any man 
living. In the present instance, 
though, he has exactly reversed | 
the usual odds. The show finds 
its greatest strength where most | 
revues falter—in the comedy. 


And it turns surprisingly soft | 


where revues are generally 
most dynamic—in the song and 
dances. 


There is probably nothing 


more difficult in this difficult | 
universe than finding a sketch 


in which four or five people can 
be vastly funny for four or five 
minutes.

If He Has a Wife, She Never| © 


Appears in Public—a 
Soviet Custom. ©

NEW YORK, Dec. 19 (AP)—Is | 

Russia's Premier, Georgi Malen- 
kov, married? 

Ask an average Russian and | 
he'll tell you honestly he doesn’ t| 
know. How could he? Soviet | 
hewspapers never mention the | 
subject and Malenkov never ap- | 
pears in public with his wife— | 
if he has one. 

There’s a rumor, published re- | 


atedly outside Russia, that | 

alenkov is married to the sis- | 
ter of the first secretary of 
the central committee, Nikita 
, Khrushchev. But this story is 
* not current in Moscow. | 

If Malenkov has a wife in | 
secret, it’s entirely in. keeping | 
with Soviet custom when it! 
comes to Wives of the nation’s | 
bigwigs. They are neither seen 
nor heard, as a general rule. 

The personal lives of Russia's 
rulers are almost classified state 
secrets. 

Foreign Minister V. M. Molo- 
tov’s wife is one exception. She 
has appeared with him at various | 
social functions since World War | 
Tl days and acts as hostess at 
official receptions. They have | 
also been photographed togeth- | 
er on occasion. The same is 
true of Russia's U.N. delegate | 
Andrei Vishinsky, and his wife. | 


No Russian ever was able to # 


tell me whether Beria, Bulganin, 
Kaganovich, Khrushchev, or oth- 
ers had wives and families, or 
anything else about their per- | 
sonal life, 

It was public knowledge, of | 
course, that Stalin had a son, 
Vasily, who was a lieutenant gen- | 
eral of aviation and, until re- | 
cently, the commander of air | 
forces in the Moscow military | 
district. It was equally well | 
known that Stalin had a daugh- | 
ter, Svetlana, who was report- | 
edly married and lived in Mos- | 
cow. | 
It was known, too, that Stalin 
had been married twice and the 
identity of the first two wives | 
also was known. Anyone in Mos- | 
cow could go and see the grave 
of Stalin’s second wife, Nadye- 
zhda Alleluyeva, in Moscow's | 
finest cemetery. The simple and | 
beautiful stone on the grave is 
inscribed as a gift from Stalin. | 

But it was not known to Rus- | 
sians in Moscow whether Stalin | 
remarried after his second wife’s | 
death. There were rumors that | 
he was married to the sister of | 
Lazar Kaganovich, member of 
the Mplitburo, but if so it never | 
was unced, even after his | 
death. : . 

‘Mme. lotov was once a | 
minister in the government, and.| 
she formerly headed the per- | 
fume and cosmetics industry. 

Russians are naturally curious | 
people. They would like to | 
know something more about | 
their rulers than just their po- | 
litical speeches. They want to 
know about their wives and chil- | 
dren, for example. 

No one ever gave me any 
simple reason why the subject 
is categorically forbidden to the 
press. . 

Perhaps it arises out of a 
conviction on the part of Soviet | 
officials that no woman is en- | 
titled to a social position and 
publicity based merely on the} 
accomplishments and rank of | 
her husband.

NEW YORK, Dee. 19—If |

Series, with altitude, cold and | 
avalanches as the perennial | 
champs challenged by team af | 
er team of human beings. 

The challengers win occasion- 
ally, and two of their victories ! 
are recorded in the color film | 
documentaries, “The Conquest | 
of Everest” and “Annapurna.” | 

George Leigh Mallory, who | 
died i to “string the very 
nosetip” of Mount Everest, ein | 
explained that men strive to | 
climb a mountain “because it is | 
there.” The presence is felt | 
strongly in these two movies set | 
in the magnificent Himalayas, | 
whose peaks include 14 26,000- | 
foot monsters of snow and ice. | 

The first 26,000-footer to be | 
climbed by man was Annapurna | | 
(26,493), scaled in 1951 by Mau- | 
rice Herzog’s French expedition, |

29,141-Foot Everest. | 

The highest peak in the |

Part of this effort was the |

Conquest of Everest” is a mar- 
velous filmi, reaching as high on | 
the mountain as any one but | 
the last assault party could go, 
supremely well edited and nar- 
rated to tell the story in a clear, 
exciting way, and certainly one | 
of the most thrilling movie ex- | 
periences of the year. | 

The experience of climbing | 
Everest is dramatic enough in | 
itself, but there is more to mak- | 
ing an excellent documentary 
like this than simply remember- | 
ing to wind the camera at odd 
hours: “The conquest of Ever- | 
est” has captured three ‘hard- | 
hitting emotional elements which | 
transcend the mere physical 
facts. 

Eerie, Terrible Beauty. | 

The a ts the sense of the | 
high fee world’s eerie, terrible | 
beauty, with its treacherous, | 


soaring walls and dazzling, #:— 


plunging crevasses. In the final 
assault camp at the South Col} 
at Everest’s very neck, thinness‘ 
of the atmosphere is almost vis- | 
ible in weird colors; and the 
loneliness is certainly visible in 
the unimaginable barrenness of 
pebbles and snow on a small | 
plateau at high altitude. 

The second of the elements is 
the sense of strain, as Hunt's 
party makes its way over the 
flowery foothills, through dan- 
gerous gorges to the mountain 
itself with its glacier pointing 
the way to the chink in Everest’s | 
armor. 
Sudden death is a dramatic | 
possibility as the party chips a 
path of ice steps up the Lhotse 
face to the South Col and the 
south summit. But sudden death | 
can be avoided by equipment | 
and experience, and it is not the | 
greatest enemy.

S COLLEGE BASKETBALL players go, St. Louis Univer- 

sity's Dick Boushka is not unusually tall. Neither is 

he unusually fast or unusually clever. But he is a 
master at tossing the ball in the basket. Though only a 
junior, he already has broken all of his school's individual 
scoring records and has gained All-America attention. 

Boushka is six feet five inches tall, weighs 195 pounds. 
He can shoot from an ition with amazing accuracy. 
He is particularly deadly with a one-handed jump shot 
from side-court about 20 feet out, but he is also quite adept 
at hooks, lay ape and tip ins. Occasionally it is difficult 
to classify his shots; sometimes, when off balance, he sim- 
ply flings the ball at the hoo d more'‘often than not 
it goes in. As one perplexed.opponent stated, “He can 
sink them standing on his head.” 

Though not a speedster, Boushka moves at a decep- 
tive pace, a few long strides carrying him from. one end of 
the court to the other. Frequently he eludes his guard b 
springing into action from a relaxed attitude. In Coac 


Eddie Hickey’s famous fast-break offense, Dick handles the . 


ball well, if not flashily, and he can hold his own defensively. 

Boushka's ability as a shot-maker is accentuated by 
the fact he plays forward. Ordinarily the pivot. man, who 
constantly is being fed the ball, is the high scorer, but Dick 
does most of the shooting for the Billikens. And his scor- 
ing percentage is surprising. In the recent game against 
Alabama, in which he set two new records, he hit 15 of 22 
field-goal attempts, a remarkable 682. The figure is akin 
to a batting average in baseball. 

The photos on this page show Boushka in his record- 
breaking performance against Alabama. He scored 38 


points to top his own one-game mark of 36, set last year,. 


and his 15 goals also established a record, surpassing Lou 
Lehman's 14 against Texas Christian in 1949. Last year, 
as a.sophomore, Boushka rang up 494 points in 27 games 
for an average of 18.3 points a game, breaking Easy Ed 


Macauley’s 1949-50 record of 404 points in 26 games for 


a 15.5 average.

OU CAN see something right out 
of the old Currier and Ives 
prints if you come to this west- 
ern beef capital next month. 

Look around, and you'll see sleighs 
with long, curving runners—cutters, 
they're called—speeding along drawn 
by teams of fast horses: ;

Now cutter racing is about the big- 
gest thing in this part of the Rockies 
during January and February. Just

Then, in February, 
there’s the “All-American, Cutter 
Championship Race.” It’s held in 
Jackson. A local man, John Wort, won 
last winter (see pictures) with a pair of 
quarter-horses named Nevada Nugget 
and Peaches Howard. 

The championship is run over a 
quarter-mile course. The official course 
record is a swift 23 seconds.

A dark road of tragedy 


LINCOLN, Neb. 
N A SUNDAY evening not long ago, a man and 
a woman stood before an altar in the 
Seventh Day Adventist Church here. 
The woman was blonde and petite; the 
man, husky and dark-haired, with deep-set 
eyes under heavy eyebrows. Facing the minister as 
he read the marriage service, the two spoke their 
vows in clear, eager voices. 

Strange—and tragic—events had led Cari Klein, 45, 
to the altar. with Arlene Besse. 

Their marriage was a happy sequel to a bitter 
story of one man’s struggle. 

Carl Klein, orphaned before he was a year old, 
grew up a lonely kid fighting a lonely battle against 
the world. When people, he thought, had turned 
against him, he made friends with Nature—with trees, 
flowers, dogs, cats, even bugs. He became interested 
in botany, finally built up a good business as a 
landscape gardener. 
>» Then, in 1942, when he was 36 years old, Carl 
went blind. He was left only with “light vision”—he 
could distinguish light and shadow. He entered the 
Peter Salmon industrial training school for the blind 
in Brooklyn, N. Y., where he learned to start life 
all over again as a blind man. 

Seven years later, Carl woke up one morning—and 
found he could see (PARADE, Nov. 13, 1949). 

Shocked and bewildered, he had to make another 
new start. He got a job as maintenance man in a 
small New York radio station. He liked his work, 
adjusted rapidly. 

Then he began having headaches. His vision blurred 
and the old terror of blindness haunted him. He quit 
his job and got work in Maine as a landscape gardener, 
hoping outdoor life would save his eyes. 

One day, Carl and a young assistant were trimming 
a hedge.

“Guess it’s going to storm—it’s getting dark.”

Broken in spirit, he went to his cell. Filled with 
bitter, hopeless hate, he -refused to talk to anyone. 

One day, two young men from the Seventh Day 

Adventist Church here visited him and handed him 

one of their tracts, written in Braille. Carl tossed the 
tract into a corner. 

Later, he got to thinking. After all, these men had 
spoken the first kind words he had heard in -years. 
The next time they came back he asked for another 
Braille tract. He began reading and didn’t stop until 
he had read every word. . 

One sentence stuck in his mind: “How can a loving 
God permit pain and sorrow to exist?” 

“That was the turning point in my life,” says Carl. 

“The moment I read those words, I saw things clearer 
than ever before, even though I was stone blind.” 

And from then on, his luck changed. A former 
prison inmate who had befriended Carl brought the 
blind man’s plight to the attention of Frank Marsh, 
Nebraska’s Secretary of State.

Ou’LL BE hearing a lot in 1954 about a 
new singer named Betty Hutton. 

For Betty admitted here the other day 
she’s just learned how to sing, although 
she's been a star for 15 years. 

Her story has been hinted at but never fully told 
before. I'm glad we can print the facts during 
this Yuletide season, for there’s something heart- 
warming and inspiring about Betty's story. 

_ It began with a “little scare” when Betty was 
breaking all records at that famed citadel of big- 
time vaudeville, New York’s Palace, during Easter 
of 1952. In the midst of her engagement, Betty 
lost her voice. She had to nurse it along to finish 
at all. She considered it just a “little scare” because 
she had suffered from laryngitis and voice over- 
strain on her tour of the Orient and Korea to 
entertain troops. 

In mid-June Betty visited a Hollywood throat 
specialist and got the “big scare.” 

“If you ever want to sing again, we'll have to 
operate,” the doctor told her. “And the sooner 
the better.” 

Betty couldn't stop her lips from quivering and 
tears came streaming down her face. 

“But what will happen to my voice?” she asked. 

“There's no telling,” answered the doctor. “But 
1 will want you to agree to work for at least a 
year with a voice coach.” 


No Talking 


N 24 HOURS, Betty was in a hospital and the 
operation had been performed. 

“In a way I was relieved,” she says. “But | 
suffered the toughest punishment any woman could 
undergo. I couldn’t talk for three weeks!” 

That's where coach Lillian Goodman came in. 
(She'd helped Frankie Laine sing again, brought 
Rudy Valiee’s voice back after a throat operation, 
taught Arlene Dahl, Jose Ferrer, Shelley Winters,

‘Don't table hop or fly around at a party. Just ‘sit 
still and see how everyone corties to you.’ They 
did! Charlie increased my confidence and poise. 

“Why, when I used to take a bow, I practically 
stuck my thumbs into the eyes of the first two 
rows. “You've got girl's elbows,’ Charlie told me. 
‘Don’t lift your arms straight up; bend them grace- 
lully.” He made me take ballet lessons. Now when 
I finish a song, I stand in a graceful ballet position 
instead of pointing my toes toward each other.” 


Coming from an artist who has been a highly- 
paid star of radio, recordings, motion pictures and 
night clubs, this confession sounds like fiction. 
But what concerns Betty most is that it took a 
frightening operation to open up this new avenue 
to success. 

“I'd never taken a voice lesson in my life,” she 
says. “I was forever wondering why I'd been picked 
out to be a star.

All I did was move fast so nobody would notice 
it, sing loud so nobody could be sure I couldn't 
sing right. Even when I was only 15 and Vincent 
Lopez brought me into the Casa Manana on Broad- 
way, everyone thought I was a terrific dancer— 
because a big skirt covered my feet. Billy Rose 
was the only one who was wise to me. ‘A dancer,’ 
he scoffed when someone mentioned my act, ‘why 
that kid’s a faker—she only moves one leg!” 


A New Personality 


INCE her operation, her voice has become 
resonant and powerful. And Betty has tailored 

a pew personality to go along with it. She 
demonstrated some of her new act when she drew 
about $225,000 to the box-office of the Palace in 
a four-weeks return engagement earlier this winter. 

From this point on, folks will see and hear an 
entirely new Betty. She'll wear slinky gowns and 
sing torch tunes and ballads. 

Instead of racing around a stage when she intro- 
duces her new act at the Desert Inn in Las Vegas 
in April, Betty will stand still next piano and 
do the entire show “without a bit of sweat on me 
at the finish.” ' 


Two recent recordings are making the new Betty . 


more popular than ever. They’re “Nobody's Baby,” 
and “Hot Dog,” back-to-back on Capitol Records. 

The O’Currans are planning to produce inde- 
pendently a movie called “The Story of Sophie 
Tucker,” with Betty playing the role of “The Last 
of the Red Hot Mamas.” Together, they're also 
working out a CBS-TV musical series for Betty. 

“I hope we don't have to start this series until 
color television is everywhere,” says Betty.

i Why Did It Happen?

NEW YORK. 
AYBE YOU'RE a Princeton fan 
who was sitting in Palmer 
Stadium on that afternoon in 
October when Navy handed 
the Tigers their worst defeat 
(65-7) in 85 years. 

You're probably still wondering why. 

Or maybe you had a buck bet on Jersey 
Joe Walcott when he climbed into the ring 
in Chicago. Stadium with Rocky Marciano 
last May. You're lucky if you got your 
TV tuned in before Joe hit the floor. 

You're probably still wondering why. 

Or perhaps you're an average kind of 
golfer who said when Ben Hogan was 
trailing in the British Open, “You see, 
even he can’t do it all the time.” But he did. 

And you're probably still shaking your 
head. 

Well, the answer to all these and a lot 
more thrilling sports surprises of 1953 is 
simple. It has to do with a great American 
virtue: the will to win. 

The year wasn’t 24 hours old before 
sports fans saw how important confidence 
is in winning games. It happened in the 
Orange Bowl on New Year's Day. 

Much like the Princeton-Navy game, 
what had promised to be a good contest 
turned into a landslide. Alabama beat 
Syracuse 6126. What happened? 

Here’s the story in the words of Floyd 
Schwartzwalder, the Syracuse coach: 

“We knew we were up against a tough 
proposition in Alabama. They had so 
much more manpower that, if they ever 
got control of the ball, it would be no 
contest. Our hope was to match them in 
a race for touchdowns.” 


One Pass Failed 


E DID, TOO, for a period and a 

half. Late in the second period 

with the score 14-6 in Alabama's 
favor, we had the ball on their 44-yard 
line. Pat Stark, our great passer, threw a 
perfect pass to an end on the goal-line. 

“It looked like a sure touchdown. But 
WP te hose oct aps afin ose

“It was as if somebody stuck a pin in 
a balloon, You could almost see our guys 
deflate. They were through.” 

Insiders tell a similar story about 
Walcott’s ill-fated attempt to regain his 
title. Dan Florio, his trainer; says: ° 

“I knew he was licked the morning of 
the fight. We were taking our walk ‘after 


breakfast as we always do the day of a 
fight. 1 realized something was wrong. 


“Joe wasn’t talking as he usually does. 


He seemed worried. His bubbling humor 
was missing. He was a different guy.” 
Joe was thinking about his first fight 
with Rocky—the fight where he poured 
leather into the face and body of the 
Brockton cobbler’s son for 12 rounds only 
to go down under one explosive pynch. 


‘Joe Knew .. .’ 


OE KNEW,” says Tex Pelte, the 
shrewd fight manager, “that he'd 
thrown his best at Rocky. He'd 

knocked him down with a terrific smash 
in the first round and he'd kept on top of 
him all the way. Then with one blow the 
Rock destroyed all that. 

“Joe had been thinking about this all 
winter, and, as the fight approached, it 
overwhelmed him. He was beaten before 
he ever went into the ring.” 

But, if losing confidence can cause an 
athlete or a team to crumble, the reverse 
must be true, too. A shining example of 
what confidence can do was the 1953 
record of the Milwaukee Braves. 

In 1952, the Braves, then playing to 
empty seats in Boston, finished seventh. 
They lost 89 games. 

During the winter, the club added a lit- 
tle power and a couple of young pitchers. 
But the real boost was the club’s move

‘to Milwaukee where baseball-hungry fans 


literally cheered their team into second 
place. : 

“That was the greatest thing I've ever 
seen happen to a ball club,” Sid Gordon, 
Braves’ outfielder, says. “The fans forced 
us to play over our heads by their enthu- 
siasm. We began to think we were good, 
and we began to play that way.” 

Perhaps the best example of perfectly 
controlled self-confidence is Ben Hogan. 
He earned the nickname, “The Wee Ice 
Mon,” for his cool play last summer on 


. a tough golf course in Scotland. 


Hogan himself says that golf is “20 per 
cent skill; 80 per cent management.” 

But confidence can be a tricky thing. 
As long as it’s a will to win, it’s fine. 
When it becomes a feeling that the game's 
in the bag, it’s dangerous. 


They Dropped Behind 


A Satre’s heavily-favored Explorers 
learned that lesson on the floor of 
Madison Square Garden last March.

John’s team had built up a 13-point lead.
